The POPULATION of the Metropolitan Area on 31st December 1938 was 
estimated to be 321,412 (318,190) an increase of 3,222. 


NEW DWELLINGS - (a) Number. 1,562 (1,308) Permits for New Dwellings were 
issued for the year 1938, an increase of 254. The greatest number record- 
ed was 3,543 in 1926 from when the number fell to only 45 in 1941, 
increasing again each year to 1,562 for 1938. Other New Buiidings 
totalled 196 (195). Alterations and Additions 3,300 (2,636). Included 

in the number of permits for new dwellings were 93 (129) flats, each home 
being counted separately. 74 (50) old houses were converted into LS 
(120) flats, resulting in an increase of 10} (70) homes — these are not 
counted as new dwellings, but as aiterations.
